Despite pleas from farm 
and political leaders not to do 
it, Secretary of Agriculture 
Clifford M. Hardin last weex 
cut the burley tobacco acre¬ 
age allotment for 1970 by 10 
per cent. 

Hardin said he realized the 
reduction will cause economic 
haoxiship in Kentucky, Ten¬ 
nessee and the six other 
nearby hurley-growing states. 
But he added: 

“It is the least that can be 
made under existing law.” 

He also announced in Wash¬ 
ington that the department 
will not ask growers to substi¬ 
tute an acreage-poundrge plan 
in an effort to control run¬ 
away yields. Such a plan has 
twice failed to get the neces¬ 
sary two-thirds majority in 
grower referendums. 

FIRST CUT SINCE 1966 

As a result of last week's 
announcement, this year will 
be allowed to raise only 224,- 
549 acres of burley, nearly 
25,000 acres less than they 
raised in 1969. 

Last week's action by the 
secretary will cost burley 
growers in the eight states 
nearly $40 million, based on 
the result of current saies. The 
bulk of the loss will fall on 
Kentucky growers, who have 
both the largest allotments 
and the largest number of 
allotments. 

A breawdown of acreage 
allotments by states will be 
announced later. Agriculture 
Department officials said yes¬ 
terday. Last year Kentuckians 
laised 160,000 acres. 

Last week’s reduction in al¬ 
lotments was the first since 
a 15 per cent cut in 1966. 
Growers also took two 10 per 
cent cuts in 1964 and 1965, 
but received two six per cent 
ircreases in 1961 and 1962. 
The heaviest cut was 25 per 
cent in 1955. 

Farmers and political lead¬ 
ers, including the Kentucky 
legislature this week, had 
asked Hardin not to reduce 
acreage this year. They asked 
for time to work out some 
of the problems facing the 
30-year-old acreage control 
and price support program. 

In his statement, Secretary 
Hardin said his department 
“is prepared to work with 
producers and the entire hur¬ 
ley industry to improve the 
program so that it will be 
kept sound and can continue 
to work under changing con¬ 
ditions.” 

Sen. John Sherman Cooper 
in a statement yesterday said 
he knew Hardin had tried to 
avoid ordering a cut, and that 
the 10 per cent reduction was 
the least the secretary could 
make under the law. 

Figures complied by The 
Courier-Journal two weeks 
ago showed that under exist¬ 
ing law the secretary could 
have ordered a reduction of 
from 10 to 35 per cent.

Agriculture Budget Is 
Cut $1 Billion For *70 


ACP To Be Phased 
Out; Private Help 
For Rural Housing 


S5.36 billion, compared with 
56.34 billion in fiscal 1970. 

The rural housing plan, 
where most of the budget 
saving would occur, calls for 
the Fanners Home Adminis¬ 
tration to boost its loan pro¬ 
gram for "low to moderate” 
income families from $791 
million this year to $1.42 bil¬ 
lion. 

Key to the expansion and 
budget cut is much greater 
use of »he insured-loan pro¬ 
gram using money from pri¬ 
vate investors in government 
securities. 

The budget breakdown for 
rural housing outlay shows a 
change from S341 million 
estimated for the current year 
to a mims $627 million pro¬ 
jected in fiscal 1971. (The 
sale of loan paper held by 
the agency to private interests 
would be expected to provide 
that much income.) 

Direct loans made by the 
agency will be cut from $433 
million to S415 million next 
year for all programs of the 
home-loan agency, including 
housing and other aitivitics. 

“Including the effect of thes • 
loan sales," the budgel report 
said, "total outlays for agri¬ 
culture and rural development 
will decline by nearly $1 bil- 
lon.” Easing of the credit 
market is assumed.

Kay Stratton, have graduated 
nearly 100 welders—many 
from Morgan County. 

And records kept by the 
State Employment Office at 
Morehead show that most of 
the welding graduates trained 
at the West Liberty center 
now have high-paying jobs 
in industry. 

When the last welding class 
taught at West Liberty ended 
about six months ago it was 
understood that another MDTA 
welding class would be start¬ 
ed soon after. 

However, after a long delay, 
officials at the Ashland Area 
Vocational School, which 
operates the West Liberty 
Vocational Center, have an¬ 
nounced that no further MDTA 
welding classes are scheduled 
at the West Liberty facility. 

In fact, the Ashland school 
officials indicate that all future 
welding classes for this area 
are scheduled to be taught at 
Olive Hill in Carter County 
where training facilities are 
housed in a more modern 
building.

TINE WINE & Homemade- 
Wine is about to overtake 
bourbon and Scotch in the favor 
of Americans for mealtime 
drinks. And domestic wines 
from New York and California 
are competing with imports 
from the Rhine, Italy and Por- 
tagual for the favor of Ameri¬ 
cans—and nearly as exquisite. 
Though not as light and dry as 
imported wine, there’s a recipe 
for homemade wine in the Na¬ 
tional Observer that is finding 
favor in some parts of the coun¬ 
try. It’s called Balloon Wine, 
and the recipe explains why— 
All you need is— 

1 large can of frozen grape 
luice concentrate. 

1 package of dry yeast, 
gallon jug. 

4 cups of sugar. 

1 rubber balloon. 

Combine the thawed concen¬ 
trate, sugar and yeast, and put 
with water in one-gallon jug 
Mix thoroughly. Tie a balloon 
over opening of jug, and let 
stand at room temperature for 
21 days. If ballon deflates soon 
er, wine is ready. If balloon 
biows off, merely replace it. At 
end of 21 days wine is ready 
whether balloon deflates or 
rises. 

The wine is fairly sweet Con¬ 
cord. To make it dryer reduce 
the sugar. And, says the Na¬ 
tional Observer, balloon wine 
not only is becoming a conver¬ 
sation piece in America but it’s 
fun, for you’re participating in 
the miracle that turns innocu¬ 
ous grape juice into the living 
thing that is wine.

tuberculosis patients for long periods. And 
few general hospitals are equipped as is Hazlo- 
wood for the type surgery needed to cure 

TB cases. 

True it is that more attention needs to be 
devoted to the mentally retared, but the fed¬ 
eral government has plenty of money already 
allocated (hundreds of millions) for mental 
health—enough to provide the needed care 
without destroying the keystone in the state’s 
tuberculosis program. 

So to the Democrat leadership in the legisla¬ 
ture we suggest they drop their proposal to 
convert Hazlewood TB Hospital to a center 
for mentally retarded. It’s a short-sighted idea, 
one that may disrupt the whole TB treatment 
program of the state, a program that has re¬ 
duced tuberculosis phenominally in recent 
years. 

The President’s proposal to “phase out” the 
ACP program by cutting funds in the guise 
of economy likewise may prove shortsighted, 
for it is the ACP program that helps farmers 
cost-share improvements such as building 
pasture land, building stock ponds, tiling wet 
lands, irrigation, reforestation, etc., that has 
helped make this region “the Bluegrass Re¬ 
gion of the Foothills”. The government does 
not give farmers the money—it helps them 
through a 50-50 cost-share improvement of 
rural areas. 

The ACP is needed now more than ever, 
and will be needed throughout the decades a- 
head if we are to preserve our family-size 
farms and keep them productive. 


Two governmental actions that developed 
this week—one in state government and one 
in federal — are disquieting because they pose 
threats to programs that have served our 
people well. 

One was in the Democratic state budget 
Introduced in the legislature to take the place 
of Gov. Nunn’s; the other in President Nixon’s 
federal budget submitted to Congress. 

The alternate state budget submitted by the 
Democrats proposes to transfer Hazlewood Tub¬ 
erculosis Hospital at Louisville and S1.4 mil¬ 
lion to the Department of Mental Health, and 
convert Hazlewood lo a facility to treat men¬ 
tally retarded. 

President Nixon’s new' budget proposes to 
reduce agriculture funds for the ACP (Agri¬ 
culture Conservation Program) for the com¬ 
ing year and to “phase out" the entire ACP 
program in 1971. 

Hazlewood in recent years has been the 
chief surgery hospital for turberculosis pat 
ients. and as such has accomplished cures not 
possible' anywhere else in the state. TB patients 
get treatment at the five regional turbureul 
osis hospitals, and when their disease is stab- 
lized. some patients are sent to Hazlewood for 
surgery by Dr. Lcjune, one of the nation's too 
chest surgeons. His technique is segimentai 
resections has replaced (he old methods of 
rib resections and removal of lungs or lung 
lobes. The cure is complete and with a mini¬ 
mum of lost breathing space. 

Hazlewood is needed in the TB program 
because gen *ral hospitals frown on accepting

—Progressive Farmer says that 
the U. S. Department of Agri 
culture expects further decline 
in cigarette smoking.

ing it, and the higher interest rates of 8% and 
11% would run into the millions on an entire 
crop. It was cheaper for them to let the co-op 
accept the burley, using 3% money it ob¬ 
tains from the government to operate the pro¬ 
gram. and then buy the stored burley as they 
need it. 

The fact the co-op had to take nearly one- 
third of the 1969 crop does not in any way 
show a weakness in the program. 

In fact, the manufacturers are helped and 
the co-op is not weakened. For actually it is 
the grower who is paying the interest through 
the $4 to $4.50 lower price he received for 
his crop. 

There is no need for any changes in the 
program. Any attempt at new legislation, we 
think, would be hazardous at this time. For 
the TV commercials against smoking make any 
helpful legislation unpopular for Congress right 
now. 

So we say don’t touch the tobacco program. 
It has worked better than any farm program. 


The burley tobacco acreage allotment and 
price support program is not in such bad 
trouble as it has been made to appear—and 
many tobacco people think the 10% cut order 
ed by the Secretary of Agriculture for il.e 
1970 crop was not needed. 

The burley co-op and manufacturers have 
on hand about 3.3 years supply of burley. which 
is not overly burdensome, according to ex¬ 
perience in past years. Though the law says 
the supply must be cut when the stored burley 
exceeds 2.8 years supply, this sometimes has 
been overlooked in the past, and things have 
evened up without a cut. 

One thing should he certain now—if there 
was any danger the program would not oper¬ 
ate successfully, the 10% cut should be suffi¬ 
cient to correct all the ills, and there should 
be no need to make any changes. 

True, the burley co-op had to take approxi¬ 
mately 30'; of (he crop at support prices, but 
this was due mainly to high interest rates. 
Manufacturers usually re-dry the new leaf and 
store it for two to three years before process-

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ABOUT THE FARM LAND TRAINING 
AMENDMENT PASSED LAST FALL 


Last November, Kentucky vot¬ 
ers approved by a margin of ap¬ 
proximately 24,000 votes a con 
stitutional amendment dealing 
with tax assessment of farm¬ 
land. 

The amendment directs the 
Kentucky General Assembly to 
“provide by general law for the 
assessment for ad valorem tax 
purposes of agricultural and 
horticultural land according to 
the land’s value for agricultural 
or horticultural use.” 

In simplified terms, what this 
says is that the General Assenv 
bly shall adopt legislation re¬ 
quiring assessment of farmland 
on the basis of its value for 
farming, rather than for some 
potential value. Until the a 
mendment was adopted by the 
voters, it was possible under the 
constitution for assessors to tax 
farmland as if it had value for 
use as a subdivision or indust¬ 
rial site. 

Since adoption of the amend¬ 
ment, Farm Bureau officials 
have been working closely with 
the Kentucky Department of 
Revenue, the Legislative Resear¬ 
ch Commission, and legislative 
leadership in drafting a bill de¬ 
signed to implement the intent 
of the amendment. 

The objective of the amend¬ 
ment, as publized in the state¬ 
wide campaign for its passage, 
is to enable genuine farmers ft) 
farm without fear of being forc¬ 
ed off their land by exorbitant 
and unrealistic property tax¬ 
es. 

Since the fundamental pur¬ 
pose of the amendment is to 
protect genuine farmers from 
being taxed off their land, one 
of the important tasks of those 
preparing draft legislation has 
been to establish guildelines for 
cietermininp what type of land 
qualifies as genuine farmland. 

In this connection, it is ex 
pected that the legislation will 
set fourth minimum standards 
as to what constitutes farmland. 
These standards will probably 
inrlude such factors as size of 
the tract of land, the amount it 
generates from sale of agricul¬ 
tural products, the type of pro¬ 


duction, and the number of 
years it has been devoted to 
agriculture. 

Also to be considered are 
procedures for applying for an 
agricultural assessment, met¬ 
hods of determining eligiblity 
for such an assessment, and the 
matter of whether to apply a 
three-year recapture of taxes in 
the event the land is sold for 
a more extensive use than farm¬ 
ing. The tax recapture feature 
was part of the amendment, 
and may be applied if the leg¬ 
islature deems it appropriate. 

The amendment’s implemen 
tation is primarily for the fu¬ 
ture protection of farmland and 
open spaces, and is expected to 
have little, if any, effect on pre- 
esnt tax revenue derived from 
farm property. 

The legislature will have, as 
did those who worked on draft 
legislation, the benefit of know¬ 
ledge gained from other states 
which assess farmland at its 
value for farming.

They set fire to the big log 
heaps and burned them up to 
get them out of the way o>' 
raising their crops. 

I saw Iheni burn up valuable 
logs, such as black walnut, oak;, 
ash. hickory, cucumber. In a 
few years, the hillsides they 
had pclwed and tended in crops 
soon became gullied: the land 
eroded, the soil washed away, 
:nd no more crops could be 
grown on the land. It became a

(R-Ky) said today that he 
still opposes the 10% reduc¬ 
tion in the 1970 burley to¬ 
bacco acreage allotments that 
the Department of Agriculture 
announced on January 30. 
Earlier, Cook had voiced his 
strong opposition to such a 
reduction in a meeting with 
Secretary of Agriculture, Clif- 
lord M. Hardin. Kentucky's 
junior Senator steteri that 
such a burley tobacco allot¬ 
ment reduction was merely a 
short-term solution and there¬ 
fore not desirable. However, 
Senator Cook said that Se¬ 
cretary Hardin attempted to 
..void a cut in allotments but 
was advised by legal counsel 
in the Department of Agri¬ 
culture that a 10% reduction 
was the least that cculd be 
made under existing law. 

Cook was optimistic that 
the leadership of Kentucky 
larmers and grower groups 
would give the situation close 
attention and possibly suggest 
improvements or adjustments 
which could be made to save 
the tobacco program. Cook 
said, “I am looking forward 
to meeting with the leaders 
of our burley farmers and 
hope that through such a 
meeting we can devise such 
a plan that will enable Ken¬ 
tucky’s burley farmers to 
continue to prosper.”
